Breeding Crime.

Under the above title in May num- 
ber, 1907, of the Stellar Ray.is voiced 
the policy of this journal relative to 
the great problem of criminality, ab- 
breviated as follows: 

“Present methods of dealing with 
criminality tend to foster, rather than 
eliminate crime. 

The spirit of vengeance or punish- 
ment, the requirement of a life for a 
life, an eye for an eye and a tooth for 
a tooth are but relics of a barbarous 
age. i 

A system should be instituted by 
which each case shall be specifically 
treated as a diseased member. No 


human being should be deprived of 
the privilege of labor. Industry is the 
best developing agent that exists. 


Imprisonment should not deprive a 
man of the power to be remunerative 
both to his family and the state. The 
strong arm of the law should restrain, 
guard, protect, educate, uplift the de- 
based, ignorant and yicious instead 
of torturing the body. and souls of 
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its victims beyond the pale of en- 
durance and the power to rise out 
of their degradation.” 

In line with these calls to a more 
rational and humane dealing with this 
momentous subject, several prisons 
have since been opened to investiga- 
tion and organized brutalities made 
public that equal, in spirit and in 
many cases in detail, the horrors of 
the Inquisition. 

The first of a series of articles by 
Julian Leavitt, entitled “The Man in 
the Cage,” which appears in the 
March issue of the American Maga- 
zine state clearly and concisely the 
conditions as they exist today in 
some of the American prisons. Mr. 
Leavitt says: When I first began 
my investigations into prison life and 
labor I believed as most of the read- 
ers of this magazine probably believe, 
that the grosser cruelties were a 
thing of the past. * * * Genial war- 
dens assured me that the reign of 
brutalism was over; it was intimated 
that the pendulum had swung too far 
and we were coddling our criminals 
too much. External evidence seemed 
to lend color to this protest, clean 
cells, books, games, bands, even 
prison newspapers and moving pic- 
ture shows all seemed to indicate that 
a revolution in prison methods was in 
full swing. * * è I discovered, how- 
ever, that in nearly half of the states 
of the Union today the basic industrial 
conditions in the prison world are 
virtually the same as they were fifty 
and one hundred years ago. * * 

Everywhere from Maine to Texas 
we still sell prisoners to outside in- 
terests for the profit they may make 
out of the prison, That is, men with- 
out rights are put completely into the 
power of men without feelings. More 
than three-quarters of the punish- 
ment reports were for the “offense 
charged, “not doing task.” These 
tasks were beyond all reason. 

These facts go to prove that the 
prisoner does not reform because he 
cannot reform under such a system 
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and the man who grows no better 
must steadily grow worse. Brutality 
only begets brutality. 

When the laws dealing with crim- 
inals are based upon a spirit of 
Fatherhood which shall evolve a sys- 
tem of protection, enlightenment and 
development for its ignorant or vic- 
ious children, a great depletion in 
crime will be noted and the purify- 
ing process will be felt through all 
strata of society. For the leavening 
of the Spirit of Charity will uplift all 
humanity.

must needs examine the body of Jesus 
before he would believe in material- 
ization. 


many and various characteristics of 
the twelve houses or divisions of the 
circle, and also have a knowledge of 
how to blend these apart from the 
signs of the Zodiac, and in addition 
to knowing the significance of the 
first sign upon the fifth house, he 
must also know what is meant by its 
ruler being placed somewhere else. 
Third, he must know the nature of 
the planets, what houses they rule 
and what they indicate by position, 
such as rising, culminating and when 
on the meridian. Also he must know 
what is indicated when the planets 
are in houses and signs foreign to 
their own nature; when they are 
weak or strong, exalted, debilitated, 
angular, cadent, combust, fixed, suc- 
ceedent, common or cardinal, to say 
nothing of many other similar terms. 
Fourth, he mist know the nature 
of all the aspects when they have 
been computed, and be able to inter- 
pret the meaning of a square to one 
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planet and at the same time, trine to 
another; he must know the virtue of 
all the planets in fiery, airy, earthy 
and watery signs, quite apart from 
the rulership of houses, etc, and 
when he has mastered all these rudi- 
ments of the science he must have 
the qualities of judgment as to tha 
environment, heredity and general 
plan of the nativity. 

In no other profession is such pro- 
found knowledge required as that 
which an astrologer should possess. 
In no other department of life is the 
practitioner expected to be infallible. 
A physician is allowed to make mis- 
takes even to the extent of losing 
lives. Lawyers and judges may com- 
mit errors of judgment so far as de- 
priving citizens of their liberty, but 
astrologers must and are expected to 
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be infallible. The censure of public 
opinion is the price they must pay 
who would elevate and help mankind. 

Too much attention is given to triv- 
jality; even should one go so far as to 
predict an event it is termed a re- 
markable coincidence. This only goes 
to demonstrate to the world where 
they stand and those who are striv- 
ing to benefit the race. It is a de 
plorable condition, for astrologers 
rank as fools on the one hand and 
knaves on the other. 

Before predicitions can be clearly 
made nearly a life time must be 
spent in mastering all its ins and 
outs, for the reason that each indi- 
vidual must reach the goal through 
a personal effort, in order to finally 
attain those conditions that will per- 
mit of beneficial results to humanity. 


Are Text Books Reliable ? 


STUART ARMOUR 


On July 6th, 1832, at 4 a. m. there 
was born at Vienna one of the royal 
blood who had in most respects a 
brilliant horoscope according to text 
book rules. The sign Cancér was on 
the ascendant with Venus, Sun and 
Mercury in conjunction therein and 
Jupiter close to cusp of M, C. in 
Pisces and the natal Sun and Venus 
were in good aspect with Saturn. 

On April 9th, 1835, at 10:15 p. m. 
another scion of royalty was born at 
Brussels. It was stated by a cele- 
brated astrologer of the times short- 
ly after the birth of this child: “The 
nativity is altogether most decidedly 
evil and unfortunate. The Sun is in 
close opposition to Saturn, square of 
Mars and sesquiquadrate of Moon, 
with no aspect of Jupiter; the Moon is 
highly afflicted by semiquartile of both 
Saturn and Mars, and no benefic as- 
pect of Jupiter or Venus, while Uran- 
us afflicts her by opposition.” 


Both children grew to manhood, one 
at 35 years of age was backed up 
against a wall and riddled with bul- 
lets by a citizen soldiery who would 
have none of him as king, the other 
lived to 74 years of age and after 
amassing a fortune died in his bed. 

Now then, students of astrology, 
which one was it that died full of 
years and wealth and which died the 
ignominious death? If you are well 
read in your text books you will say, 
“Why, the second man mentioned, of 
course.” Not so, gentle student, not 
so, for the first was Maximilian of 
Mexico, that ill fated Emperor, while 
the other was Leopold II, King of 
Belgium. Leopold had such a, bad 
nativity that Zadkiel I (Morrison) 
whom I partially quoted above, fur- 
ther wrote in his almanac for 1836 
the following: 

“This child will never live to reign 
in Belgium; his course will be ex- 
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tremely brief. It is true, that if great 
care were taken at the periods of evil 
directions by means of medical aid, 
ètc., he might overcome the attacks 
he will undergo; but this will not be 
the case; for, as astrology is not be- 
lieved in, he will suffer all the force 
of his evil stars, and fall.” 

This is not written with any inten- 
tion of criticising Zadkiel for he was 
an able astrologer according to his 
lights and was only following the or- 
dinary text book rules in calling this 
nativity decidedly evil and unfortun- 
ate but instances of this kind, and 
there are many of them, give us a 
strong hint that a large percentage 
of the ironclad rules of astrology are 
false and misleading and the whole 
subject is sadly in need of revision. 
As every nativity has some bad points 
let us refer to Maximilian’s again 
and we find he had Sun square Mars, 
but as Leopold also had this aspect 
it does not help us much in making 
a distinction. As Maximilian had it 
so much more in his favor with the 
solar aspects let us see how these 
two compare with the lunar ones. 
The first quotation gives the bad as- 
pects of the Moon in Leopold's so it 
is not necessary to repeat them and 
Maximilian we find had Moon in par- 
allel with Saturn and opposition to 
Mars, but neither aspect is close, the 
Moon being nearly five degrees past 
the opposition of Mars which is sup- 
posed to weaken the effect very 
much. The declination of the Moon 
was 8° 34 S. while that of Saturn 
was 9° 15’ N. Certainly these lunar 
aspects would not justify an astrol- 
oger in calling this a bad nativity in 
light of the other strong points, and 
any astrologer comparing these 
charts in the infancy of these two 
kings would most certainly say Maxi- 
milian had all the best of it. How- 
ever, there is one point that must not 
be overlooked and that is that Max- 
imilian had Saturn close to cusp of 
4th house (opposition to M. C.). In 
this regard Dr. Garnett wrote: “I 
am Auite satisfled that the worst 
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sign that can be found in a nativity 
is the opposition of Saturn or Uranus 
to the M. C., at least, before they 
have’ passed the cusp of the 4th 
house, unless they are very well as- 
pected. From a number of examples 
I am convinced that this is worse 
than their position in the 10th, The 
cause is the opposition to the M. C., 
and by no means any occult quality 
imputed to the 4th house. I am near- 
ly sure that a similar position of 
Jupiter or Venus is very fortunate, 
but perhaps we have not sufficient 
evidence as yet. If the horoscope of 
President Lincoln was certainly au- 
thentic, this would be proved, for 
there is no other sign of eminence 
than the opposition of Jupiter to the 
M. C.“ It is hardly fair though 
using this argument against myself 
for Dr. Garnett’s opinion has never 
been formally incorporated in text 
book rules and then we must remem- 
ber Saturn is very favorably aspected 
by both Sun and Venus in Maximil- 
ian’s. Leopold had Mercury in 4th 
opposition to M. C. and this position 
had doubtless something to do with 
the scandal he was concerned in for 
years—the Congo atrocities—but it 
was in good aspect to Mars and gave 
him mental acuteness to ward off any 
bad results from such scandal to his 
own financial detriment. It is here 
that Maximilian differs from Leo- 
pold inasmuch as he had Mercury in 
square to Mars affecting his judgment 
in critical episodes for Maximilian 
was strongly advised by those compe- 
tent to know against going to Mexico 
and after he had embarked on that 
disastrous enterprise and the fortune 
of war had gone against him, had 
plenty of time to escape from Mexico 
and was strongly advised by his 
friends to flee, but he could not be 
made to see that his staying on was 
suicidal and only made the situation 
worse. One cannot help feeling that 
Leopold in the same predicament 
would have used better judgment and 
escaped. 

This brings me to a point I have 
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never seen remarked on and that is, 
no matter how good the prospects of 
a nativity are, they will be blasted 
if the native has a badly afflicted 
Mercury, for one with such can near- 
ly always be relied on to take the 
wrong course in a ticklish situation. 
To put this in a different way, it is 
better to have a well aspected Mer- 
cury with a mediocre nativity than a 
brilliant chart with a badly aspected 
Mercury for “as a man thinketh so 
he is.” I am not advancing this as 
something I am absolutely certain of 
but only tentatively for the purpose 
of examination by students, though 


in as many cases as I have been able 


to examine I have yet to find an ex- 
ception to it. Chaney, with Mercury 
square Saturn, though he did not 
have a very good nativity in other 
respects, was in controversial hot 
water all his life and one cannot but 
think in reading the incidents of his 
life that much of it could have been 
avoided by his using better judgment. 
I know several men with similar as- 
pects of Mercury and Saturn with 
much better nativities than Chaney 
or the average mortal and still they 
seem to go out of their way to get 
into trouble and are experts in mak- 
ing enemies without adequate cause 
and consequently adversely affect 
their own destinies. It is natural 
that such ‘should be, for modern life 
is largely lived on the mental plane 
and if the mental planets are badly 
aspected one is out of harmony with 
life in general. 

I have taken the lives of these two 
men because their birth hours are 
matter of public record and their 
histories can be read in any encyclo- 
pedia. With the editor's permission 
I propose to follow this article with 
others showing that many rules of 
astrology do not hold water when 
comparisons are made with the facts 
of life. 

For the benefit of students who 
may lack ephemerides for the years 
of the births of Maximilian and Leo- 
pold I herein give the house cusps 
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and planetary places. Maximilian's 
is taken from a chart given in “Natal 
Astrology” while Leopold's is figured 
out from the data given by Zadkiel 
in his almanac for 1836.

The Outlook for April, 1912.

The Month of April comes in under 
the full of the moon which occurs on 
the first of April at 4:04 p. m., cen- 
tral standard time. The new moon 
occurs: on the 17th of April at 5:40 
a. m., central standard time; one hour 
earlier for eastern time. 

At the time of the full of the moon 
on the ist, the Sun is in trine aspect 
to Jupiter with Jupiter in the mid 
heaven. This is a very favorable as- 
pect and indicates a very favorable 
period for business in general; a more 
active period than we have been hav- 
ing in the past few months, and should 
be especially good for the working 
classes generally. 

Those who are in public office or in 
power also have very favorable in- 
dications and it should be more fav- 
orable than usual for the President

It is a recognized fact that there is 
some mysterious force im us which 
no ordinary person can see or feel. 
This has hitherto been the special 
privilege of the clairvoyants and mys- 
tics of a high order to see and de- 
cipher, the nature, state, growth, etc., 
of a man (spiritual). One Dr. Kilner 
has just discovered an apparatus by 
the aid of which any one can see the 
force radiating from our bodies. 
“You get a screen, or framework, of 
two pieces of glass, and place between 
them the red dye, carmine, or the 
blue dye, dicyanin. Through this you 
look for a few seconds at the light 
and then at the body of a person in 
a darkened room. 

With the naked eye, of course, you 
would see the outline of the body and 
look for a few seconds at the light, 
nothing more, but through the screen 
you perceive a wonderful misty halo, 
or aura, surrounding the person from 
head to foot. Close round the body 
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is a dark band, about a quarter of an 
inch wide. Outside this is seen a 
grained and streaked band, two or 
three inches in width; and beyond 
this, a luminous haze of about three 
inches. 

The shape of this emanation varies, 
according to sex and age; it differs 
with character, and changes with sick- 
ness. Moreover, it is colored, and 
the color seems to be determined by 
mental power and temperament. 

“In boys and girls,” says Dr. Kil- 
ner, “the aura is fairly equal all round 
the head, being two inches wider than 
the width of the shoulders. It nar- 
rows to four or five inches round the 
legs, and it generally shoots out a 
considerable distance from the tips of 
the fingers. But the mist round a 
girl is finer than that of a boy and 
that round a woman’s body is much 
broader than round a man's.“ 

There are other remarkable differ- 
ences. In both children and adults 


‘of intelligence the halo is wider than 


in duller people. It is mot equal on 
both sides of an epileptic subject; a 
hysterical girl shows a curious nar 
rowing of the band in the middle of 
the body; and in a child with hip dis- 
ease a gap of two inches was noted, 
as if a piece were sawn out over the 
site of the disease. 

Many other extraordinary features 
of this mysterious emanation are re- 
lated. For instance, it is colored, and 
Dr. Kilner plainly distinguished three 
kinds—blue, blue-and-grey, and grey 
alone—each being found in people of 
different mental power and tempera- 
ment.—From the Spiritual Journal.
